THE GOLD OF NURTH BORNEO, 
——— 

The following notes have bean made by Mr. J, 
A: Skertehly, F.G.8, of H.M. Geological 
Survoy, on the gold and mineralogical speoimons 
from British North Borneo at the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition : . 

An inspection of tho specimens of gold shown 
tome from North Borneo convinoos--moe that 
under able superintandenen a prospooting oxpe- 
dition would result in the discovery of a very 
rich deld. The alluvial gold is unusually flaky 
in character and would indicate that it 
is found. principally in the onsiigs of the lodes 
and not in the veins themsstvos. It has also 
not been carried very far from tho original 
point of deposit. In all probability veins of 
serpentine will be found cropping ap-throurh 
the diorite, and batween the diorite aud serpon- 
tine the quartz yoing will oceur, and it is in the 
casings oft these quartz veins that tho bulk of 
the pold will'be found, until a depth of say 
150 feet is reached, whon, the gold may begin 
toocour in the lode itsolf. One of the speci- 
mons is stained with carbonate of copper-—the 
prosonco of this would: ronder the extraction 
of tho gold very difficult, and lodes contain- 
ing this carborate shonld bo aysided for tho 
presont. A close inspection of the cravicaa. 
in the rocky neur the serpentine veins should 
reveal largo quantities of gold in the flake stata, 
but in this form it is very liable to be carried off 
by the wator, and methods for retaining it ahould 
‘bo adopted, ‘as thore is no flue gold vivible in an; 
‘ofthe battlas shewn to me, and all thia fine gold, 
probably the greater part, must have been ‘lost, 
The quartz itself ia decidedly auriferous in 
character. and ought, except where coppor is 
presont, to be worked ot o low rato of costo! 
extraction. ° 

, The gold shown #3 singularly flaky and seams 
yory unlike tho ordinary auggety alluvial gold. 
From a spectre in ong of tho bot‘les it is olear 
that the gold liss’ in laksa .' H ° 
segregation in the quartz, w'! 
that this gold comss from - sitort divtince. 
Tha sarpentine rocks ara similar to those I have 
lately examined iu Iréland, and I iafer that it 
forms roxfs in some srystallive rook. It cou- 
tains quirtz voins which may bo aurifaroas if 
they run into the adjwont rock, I fiad ao 
trace of granite, tha orystalline rock being a 
diorite or greanstone, of which many spacimsns 
ocvar'in the gravel exhibits. The serpentin 
I may say, has atendenoy to rua into tremolita 
aud [ should oxpsct to'find asbastos or stastits 
(soapstone) in quantity worth working.
